Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st March, 1927, was :—Males, 1,203,742; females, 
PAHS 208" total 2561. 950, The increase since 31st March, 1926, 
was 5] B38, and since the census in April, 1921, 259,982. 


Vital Statisties—Marech Quarter, 1927.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in March quarter, 1927, numbered 12,949, See to 
ab annual rate of 22-04 pe 1,000 of population ; and the deaths, 5,018, 
which is equivalent to 8-54 per) 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 5, 018 marriages registered was 8-54. 
Compared with the average i the March quarter of the preceding 
five years the death-rate was 2 per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in March quarter, 
1927, numbered 5,148, equivalent to a rate of 19-24 per 1,000 of 
population per annum; of the total, 2,656 were males aid 2,492 
females: The tate is 12 per cent. below the averige of March 
quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in March quarter, 1927, numbered 2,249,° tiamely, 
1,224 males arid 1,025 females. The mortality rate of 8-40 per 1,000 
of population per annum is slightly below the quinquennial rate 
for the March quarter. The deaths were above the average in all 
age groups, except under | year. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 53-4 per 1,000 
births, and is 12 per cent. below the average for the March quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—Imports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the June quarter, 1927, were valued at 
£16,716,671; and showed an increase in value of él, 519,294 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports 
of merchandise inereased by £1,484,665, and gold increased by 
£34,629. The total of all oversea imports for the year ended 30th 
June, 1927, was £69,013,846, an increase of £5,003,927 in com- 
parison with the previous financial year. 

Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
June quarter, 1927, amounted to £11,233,484, being a decrease in 
value of £1,549,022, as compared with the corresponding quarter of 
the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and 
specie), the export of merchandise decreased by £49,652, and gold 
decreased by £1,499,370. For the year ended 30th June, 1927, the 
total of all oversea exports was £62,815,066, being an increase of 
£8.813,252 compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Hxcluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in June quarter, 
1927, were valued at £21,939,995. The following is a summary of

During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £67,633, 524, and the Interstate Imports 
by sed at Sydriey were £25,935,513, and the State seaward Imports, 

£11;736,902, the total value of all imports at Sydney, incltiding 
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transhipments, being .£105,305,939, For the same period the ton- 
nages of the goods imported were as follow :—Oversea, 1,801,669; 
Interstate, 845,034; State, 1,860,662; total, 4,507,365 tons; and 
the transhipments—Oversea, 194,024; Interstate, 127,362; State, 
53,780; total, 375,166 tons. Forthe six months from Ist January to 
30th June, 1927, the goods, excluding transhipments, imported at 
‘Sydney from State ports represented 850,735 tons, valued at 
£5,709,236; including transhipments, the'tonnage was 875,641, valued 
at £5,876,106, : 

Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Aceounts.—The preliminary 
statements of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for 
the June quarter, 1927, was £15,618,121, being an increase of 
£3,301,142, as compared with June quarter, 1926. 

Principal increases of revenue during the year ended 30th June, 
1927, over the previous year were :—Returns per capita to State by 
Commonwealth, £63,561; Income Tax, £2.385,197; Stamp Duties, 
£271,516; Balance of proceeds of Motor Taxation, Licenses, &c., 
£479,323; Railways, £1,840,320; Tramways, £212,991; Royalty on 

- Minerals, £64,502; Unclassified Receipts, £221,978. 

The State expenditure during June quarter, 1927, was £11,055,837, 
an increase of £612,117, as compared with June quarter of previous 
year.

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for June quarter, 1927, in com- 
parison with the March quarter, 1927, show an increase in deposits, 
including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of £2,267,147, and 
the deposits were £2,324,244 more than in June quarter, 1926. 

Advances in June quarter, 1927, were £267,909 more than in 
March quarter, 1927, and £11,489,403 more than in June quarter, 
1926,

Gcld Froduction.—The gold yield for the State of New South Wales 
for the six months ending June, 1927, amounted to 8,857 oz. fine, 
valued at £37,624, as compared with 7,914 oz. fine, valued at 
£33,618 for corresponding period of the year 1926, 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th June, 1927, there were 135 
appleations for 160,558 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers Settle- 
ment Act; and 67,372 acres, representing 215 blocks, were set apart 
for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the number of applications 
for original holdings was 756, and the area applied for 470,532 acres. 
The lands set apart for original holdings being 364,281 acres, repre- 
senting 1,004 blocks. 

Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
June, 1927, the prices of meat were 34-5 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 66-9 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 57:3 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices remained the same as the previous 
month (May). Prices of meat were -25 per cent. cheaper than in 
May, and other food and groceries were ‘12 per cent. dearer, while 
bacon and potatoes were slightly cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (June) of 1926, meat 
was 24 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 4 per cent. 
cheaper; and the two combined were 3? per cent. cheaper. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices.—During the June quarter, 1927, the general level of 
wholesale prices, which was 1 per cent. lower than in the previous 
quarter is now 35 per cent. lower than the highest point reached in 
July, 1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 60 
commodities remained unchanged during the June quarter, 17 
increased, and 23 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of permits granted for new buildings 
to be erected in the Metropolis during the six months ended 30th 
June, 1927, numbered 7,205, as compared with 5,197 during the 
half-year ended 30th June, 1926. The suburbs in which the greatest 
activity was evident were Canterbury (with 993 new buildings), 
Randwick (with 734), Willoughby (with 368), and Waverley (with 
354). 

Country Municipalities.—During the six months ended 30th June, 
1927, permission was granted in country Municipalities,to erect 4,896 
new buildings, of the value of £2,372,232, as compared with 3,678 of 
a value of £2.204,371 during the six months ended 30th June, 1926. 


Labour Conditions in June Quarter, 1927.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges 
reports that at the end of June there were about 4,000 persons out of 
work in the Metropolitan district, and about 3,500 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included those 
engaged in shipbuilding trades, ironworkers’ assistants, fitters, 
turners, saddlers, wool and basil workers, painters, printers, and 
waterside workers. Employment was good for carpenters, brick- 
layers, plasterers, plumbers, boilermakers, stonemasons, quarrymen, 
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electrical workers, sheet-metal workers, stovemakers, coachbuilders 
and in textile factories. There was a scarcity of women for clothing 
factories and for domestic work. 

During the June quarter 12,386 men and 1,409 women applied 
at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 6,172 men and 
2,094 women were sought by employers through the agency of the 
Exchanges; and 6,151 men and 1,548 women were placed in positions, 
In the previous quarter 14,355 persons applied for employment, 
9,142 persons were sought by employers, and 8,119 were placed 
in positions. 

Dislocations.—During the June quarter 26,283 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 123,355 working days. In the previous quarter 
60,283 employees were involved, with the loss of 272,797 days. 


Meteorology.—In April a cyclonic storm swept eastern New South Wales. 
The regions principally affected were the coastal areas south of Port 
Macquarie and the Blue Mountains where torrential rainfalls of 
10 to over 20 inches were registered, the greatest being 28 inches 
at Bullahdelah, and floods resulted in many districts. There were 
terrific southerly gales along the coast. The “s.s. Riverina” went 
ashore near Gabo Island on the 17th April and on the 18th, thirteen 
people were drowned from a launch in Botany Bay and other persons 
lost their lives through storm causes. The total rain for April 
was greatly above normal in central and south coast areas and the 
Blue Mountains. It reached or slightly exceeded normal in parts 
of the north coast, most of the northern tablelands, the north-west 
slopes and plains and some parts of the central west. In other 
inland districts the rainfall was deficient. At Sydney the rainfall 
for the month totalled 18-58 inches the highest shade temperature 
was 84-0 degrees on the 10th and lowest 47-2 degrees on 23rd April. 
The total rain during May slightly exceeded the normal on parts 
of south-west slopes, the southern tablelands parts of the South 
Coast and at a few places in the Riverina and about Bullahdelah 
(on the central coast). The falls were below normal over all other 
districts and almost negligible over northern and north-western 
divisions. 


At Sydney the highest shade temperature was 78:2 degrees and 
lowest 42:2 degrees. In June the rainfall was below normal over 
the State generally and the shortage was accentuated by severe 
cold. There were two general rains during June, the first between 
the 3rd and 6th, and the second, between the 16th and 20th. Severe 
frosts were experienced over widespread areas and on several 
occasions snow fell on parts of the southern tablelands. At Sydney 
the rain totalled 418 points, the highest shade temperature was 
70-3 degrees on the 5th and the lowest 39°5 degrees on the 11th June.
